Mr. Maher reported that he and the Town Manager would be meeting with Lahey tomorrow regarding program fund 
monies.

2. Discussion: Warrant Article 20 

Article 20: Easement/55 Venner Road 

After discussion on the meeting process, Mr. Greeley requested that all Selectman need to be approved as Selectmen 
representatives at meetings. 

Ms. LaCourt moved that the Town requests and authorizes the Board of Selectmen to do all things necessary and 
appropriate to release the exterior lines 

taken by the Town for an extension of Venner Road, such taking dated April 6, 1942 and as shown on a Plan filed with the 
taking being Plan No. 213 of 1942, but only such exterior lines that are adjacent to 55 Venner Road (Lot 81) provided, 
however, that such release is contingent upon the record owners of 55 Venner Road entering into an agreement with the 
Board of Selectmen that would prohibit the record owners from subdividing said lots adjacent to the exterior lines into more 
than two buildable lots and further provided that the record owners pay the Town the sum of $20,000. 

SO VOTED (2-3) 

Mr. Greeley, Mr. Hurd, and Mrs. Mahon voted in the negative. 

Mr. Hurd moved approval of the Town Manager’s recommendation to release the right away/lines, provided however, that 
if the property is ever subdivided, then the Town shall receive an amount equivalent to 50% of the increase in the appraised 
value resulting from the release of the right of way/lines. 

SO VOTED (3-2) 

Ms. LaCourt and Ms. Rowe voted in the negative. 

Mr. Greeley left for Town Meeting at this time and Ms. LaCourt presided over the meeting.
